WASHINGTON, July 19* 
President Truman today ask­ 
ed Congress for IO billion 
dollars to win the Korean 
conflict and meet the threat 
of Communist aggression 
anywhere in the world. The 
President called for broad 
authority for an unlimited 
increase in American armed 
strength and industrial pow­ 
er. He disclosed that he has 
authorized Defense Secre­ 
tary Johnson to call up the 
reserves and the National 
Guard as necessary.

President said he will ask for 
higher taxes, and that he will 
submit 
“a 
balanced 
tax 
program*’ having as its ma­ 
jor aim “the elimination of 
profiteering.”

12 MINUTES WARNING AND EFFICIENT CIVIL 
DEFENSE WOULD REDUCE BY FIFTY PER CENT 
TAE CASUALTIES CAUSED BY AN ATOMIC BOMB 


This Is the third of three 
articles by INS on the nation's 
civil defense program It deals 
with the medical aspects of 
atomic w arfare and the mam­ 
moth job of caring for casual­ 
ties in an A bomb blast.

not stopped, can he blunted and Its 
destructive effect lessened. 
Hiroshim a and Nagasaki had no 
w arning, no defense; over 100,000

The general panic and 4-onfusioii 
iii the two Japanese cities resulted 
Iii the loss of untold lives. Atomic 
flash burns 
which could he reduced 
to tero with sufficient warning and 
shelter 
accounted for .10 percent 
of the Injuries. 
H iroshim a aud Nagasaki rep re­ 
sented (he uiosI devastating effects 
of the A-homb. Even at hest, how­ 
ever. 
with the most superlative 
civil defense force, the results will 
be grim 
A lop II, 8 report w arns: 
"It would b t unrealistic to p re­ 
pare for fewer than 4o,ooo to 50,000 
severely burned persons from a 
single atomic explosion.*’ 
The medical and health aspects 


of civil defense constitute one of 
the nation’s toughest problems It 
is largely a quantitative problem; 
To mobilise aud trauaport phy­ 
sicians. 
nurses 
aud 
supplies

enormous numbers; to transport, 
hospitalise and treat unprecedented 
num bers of casualties, to restore 
sanitation; to preserve the safety 
of food, milk and w ater following 
huge damage. 
M easures to cope with such an 
em ergency are still largely In the 
planning stage as are other aspects 
of civil defense. 
Hut progress Is 
being made. 
Doctors, nurses and dentists are 
undergoing training In the tre a t­ 
ment 
of 
radiological 
casualties 
Public health physicians, nurses, 
sanitary engineers and veterinar­ 
ians are being Instructed In prob­ 
lems of radiological contam ination 
of ftsid, w alej and environm ent.

severe shortage of medical 
personnel would result, however. 
lf World War III occurs and up­ 
w ards of 6o,uofi physicians again 
are taken Into the arm ed services 
To meet this eventuality, the Red 
Cross may be called on to train 
20 million first-aid workers.

One of the chief responsibilities 
of parents Is to see that their chil­ 
dren get enough sleep. Doling the 
summer, this frequently presents a 
real challenge to parents. 
They 
must remember that the amount of 
sleep needed varies with the age of 
the 
child. 
The 
child's 
actions 
usually Indicate whether ho lo get­ 
ting enough sleep. 
A new-born baby si—po about IO 
out of every 24 hours. At this stage 
In his development, It's a ca— of 
feeding and bathing him betw—n 
sleep periods. As the baby grows. 
waking hours Increase and sleep­ 
ing hours decrease. 
Children of pre-school age need 
l l hours of sleep at night. Child 
specialists suggest that the after­ 
noon nap of I Vt to I hours be con­ 
tinued until the child Is around Ave 
years old. Some children out-grow 
their nap by gradually reducing 
their napping time. More often It 
happens that a child will sleep 
days and other days he will 
rest at all. 
If several sleepless days follow 
each other, Ifs best not to Jump to 
the conclusion that the child no 
longer needs a nap. Possibly he Is 
tired but hasn't had an opportunity 
to sleep. With a regular rest period 
each day, the child can do— off lf 
he Is tired, or rest quietly for at 
least half an hour. During the— ac­ 
tive summer days, many children 
are so eager to play that they dis­ 
like taking time for a nap. There­ 
fore, It is Important to place em­ 
phasis on relaxation rather than 
sleep. It Is often necessary for a 
mother to help her child get "set­ 
tled down" for a nap or at 
Telling the child to hurry and 
so there will be time for play will 
only defeat your purpose. Regu­ 
larity and quiet play preceding 
periods of sleep or rest w ill he of 
most beneflt to him. 
Children want to be grown up and 
staying up late appeals to them as a 
sign of being grown up. This lo true 
particularly In summer. Ifs hard 
to get them to see the value of si—p 
for themselves. 
Children don't like to break away 
from the rest of the family; they 
seem to be afraid they might miss 
something. Children f—I alone and 
left «»ut lf they are tucked away la 
bed and the rest of the family Is 
enjoying it—lf In another part of 
the house. Child care specialists 
believe it helps lf the child Is made 
to feel he really counts, that he Is 
loved and wanted. 
When parents make a child f—I 
they are not trying to get bim out 
of the way, parting Is easier and 
sleep comes more quickly. Reading 
a story or sharing some experience 
together help to relieve tension and 
strain and excitement from play,
